Korea for the Japanese Is 


Woven Into the Country's 


Patriotism and Can- 
, not Be Cut Out 


Yokohama, May 11—Since the back- 


down of Russia, by which she has lost 
immensely in prestige in the orient, 
matters have resumed their normal 
course, though Japan's distrust of the 
northern power still remains as full of 
force as ever. 


And this nation does not in the least 


relax its •vigilance. 


None save those who have long re- 


sided in) Japan can form any concep- 
tion of the strength of the national 
sentiment regarding Korea. 
People have been taught for centuries 
that the destinies of the two countries 
are indissolubly united and the con- 
viction of this is not orjly ineradicable, 
but has become part and parcel of the 
patriotic enthusiasm which is the na- 
ti'on's life. 


Moreover, the tide of emigration has 


flowed in large volume to this penin- 
sula, which is recognized as the only 
field, in view of the growing restric- 
tions upon the influenced Asiatics in 
the west. 


Japan now has a population of 40 


millions upon a. surface less than that 
of the Atlantic states t)f America and, 
it being a mass of mountains, only 
one-twelfth of the soil is arable. 


Korea, therefore, becomes an 
ab- 


solute ntecessity in the near future as 
a field for emigration apart from the 
fact that its possession by Russia 
would be recognized as 
a 
morts«i 


menace to the island empire. 


It may therefore be readily imagined 


that the nattorfs patience is liable at 
any moment to be exhausted by Rus-. 
sia'a diplomatic policy. 


An official census of the foreigners

testimony had act only failed to shoxr 
a motive for the crime, but tbat it had 
been unable to prove that Eastman shot 
Grogan with malic* in his heart. 


Mr. Elder considered the 
govern- 


ment's case under 11 •s e heads. 


1—The alleged threats of Eastman 


against Grogan in November previous 
to the shooting. 


2—The defendant's action at the time 


of the shooting, and after. 


3—That Grogan was killed by a cen- 


ter fire safety revolver, which coald not 
have been fired by accident. 


4—That Eastman did not tell the offi- 


cers that there was a struggle until 
some time after the shooting. 


5—That Eastman has always said he 


believed Grogan was killed by a rim 
fire bullet. 


Consideration of these five heads 


and the attempt to answer every one 
of the government's contentions oc- 
cupied the greater portion of the day, 
but instead of closing with the usual 
peroration, Mr. 
Elder 
sought to 


strengthen his argument by again go- 
ing over the evidence in what he called 
his client's side of the case. 
This had 


a perceptible wearying effect upon the 
jury, so that the lawyer's brilliant clos- 
ing evidently lost some of its effect. 


The feature of Mr. Elder's argument 


was his attempt to show that the mei> 
were always on good terms with each 
other, and also to discredit the identity 
of the so-called Murray ballet, which 
was produced at the trial and claimed 
by the government to have been takec 
from Grogan's body. 


Attorney General Knowlton will make 


the closing arguments for the govern- 
ment, anc! it is probable that Judge 
Aiken v-*ll make his charge some time 
this afternoon, so that the case will be 
in the hands of the jury before night.

Wall Street Settles Down In- 


to a Steady Condition 


SHOETS LET DOWN EASY 


VERDICT GF NOT GUILTY 


Breaking of Corner by Settlement at 


15O, However, Brought Almost No 
Northern Pacific Stock Upon the 
Market—Scare Is About Over 


New York, May 11.—The decision of 


the Hill-Morgan-Vanderbiit 
interests 


and the narriman-Kuhn, Loeb & Co.- 
Kockefoller interests, which between 
them hold most of the Northern Pa- 
cific stock, to allow shorts to close their 
contracts at $150, and the action of 
the banks in offering to loan about $20,- 
000,000 reassured the market, allowed 
brokers to meet their obligations and 
prevented yesterday on the New York 
exchange a repetition of the wild scenes 
of Thursday. Prices of stocks went up 
with a rush at the last, yesterday, clos- 
ing at about the top and with the net 
losses left after Thursday's session 
pretty largely recovered. 


There were some clouds remaining 


on the situation in the morning and 
some natural trepidation lest the violent 
collapse should have left some casual- 
ties wbich •would not be disclosed until 
the cleai'lag house sheets of the stock 
exchange had been made up. Early 
in the day the official aonauncement 
was made that the sheets of ail the 
•members of the exchange had been 
(cleared perfectly, and that all their 
checks had been honored. 
This re- 


lieved the last feeling of apprehension 
and the feverish and earnest signs 
which were manifest in the stock mar- 
ket during the first hour disappeared. 
Things quieted down into a steady con- 
dition of business such as has not been 
witnessed in Wall street for many 
weeks. 


The measures taken _over night to 


clear the situation left" little to fear. 
The agreement to allow the shorts in 
Northern Pacific to settle at 150 really 
went to the root of the crisis and wiped 
out the impelling' cause" of the panic. 
The announcement was made by the 
banks that Thursday's loans, which had 
been provided by agreement among the 
leading institutions of the street, would 
not be called yesterday, thus keeping 
the situation free from additional ten- 
sion. 


With the threatening conditions re- 


moved, a rebound in prices was natural 
and in evidence. The extent to which 
it ran was, however, a surprise, and was 
attributed to various causes^ There is 
no donbt that the heavy losers in Thurs- 
day's slump were many of ample re- 
sources, who viewed the situation with 
n sporting Instinct and a determination 
to recoup losses by following the mar- 
ket. 
It was the popular belief that 


Bome'of the Western potentates who 
were admittedly forced "to walk side- 
ways" during Thursday were again in 
the market ysterday afternoon in a bold 
attempt to retrieve their losses. 


The obvious leadership of the move- 


ment of Union Pacific and the South- 
western group gave ground for the con- 
jecture that it was based on benefits 
expected to accrue to Union Pacific from 
a control of Northern Pacific, a control 
•which was still stoutly claimed, but as 
emphatically denied by the Hill-Morgan 
parties. 
It was remarkable that the 


breaking of the corner in Northern Pa- 
cific by the settlement with, the shorts 
at 150 brought almost no stock upon the 
market, as is the rule after the combina- 
tion of a corner. 


There is a scramble to get out usually 


on the part of the longs, after the set- 
tlement comes. But it is evident that 
the contesting parties in Northern Pa- 
cific are not yet prepared to let go of a 
single available share of the stock. 


The settlement with the shorts pro- 


gressed at the office of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and J. P. Morgan &'Co., and it is 
probable that only the completion 
of the settlement will reveal how much 
of the purchases of stock made by the 
two parties within the last week can 
be delivered. 


The bargain hunters were also on 


hand in Wall street yesterday, although 
their operations fell away as the re- 
covery in prices progressed. 


There is a belief tbat the panic was 


made unnecessarily violent by the ex- 
citement of some of the newer members 
of the stock exchange, many of whom 
are very young men. 
It is supposed 


that some of these made undue sacri- 
fices in the chaotic conditions on Thurs- 
day. 
There was some buying back of 


stocks from these sources and also by 
those who gbt out in time early in the 
week and wanted to get back. 


At the Waldorf-Astoria last night 


none of the men whose names are prom- 
inent in Wall street were to be seen 
In the big hotel, and there was not even 
an echo of the great flurry, nor were 
there any of the conferences by which 
the affairs of the stock market have 
been influenced during the past few 
days. 


Caught In Wall Street Collapse 


New York, May 11.—R. W, Meyer, a \ 


real estate broker, committed suicide 
yesterday by shooting, It was said he 
bad been speculating in Wall street nnd 
had lost everything. It is known that 
he was a prosperous business man when 
the stock boom started.

Mrs, 
Parsons was not there, although she had 
stood by him faithfully throughout the 
trial,

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Legitimate Business Not Affected by 


the Flurry la Wall Street 


New York, May 11.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 
A panic in Wall street does not mean- 
that legitimate business has suddenly 
ceased to prosper, nor is the condition 
of mercantile trade and manufacture 
adversely affected by a violent fall in 
prices of securities. Throughout the en- 
tire country fundamental conditions 
were never as souud as at the present 
time, reports from nearly every city 
this week showing an unexceptional 
volume of transactions, and payments 
promptly met. Railway stocks did not 
drop an average of $12 in a few minutes 
.because traffic had decreased, since full 
returns for April show a gain in earn- 
ings of 9.1 percent over last year. 


Production is not overtaking demand 


at the finished steel mills, cad all Pitts- 
burg plants are two months behind or- 
ders, while 90 days is the limit at many. 


Less sensational events transpired in 


the cereal markets than in the preced- 
ing week, although quotations are slow 
to recede. 
Cornv£ased off a few oents, 


but is still nearly. 25 percent above the 
quotation at the corresponding date in 
the two previous years. 


Shipments' of- "Boots and isnoes from 


Boston reach to an unusual point, ag- 
gregating 1Q3.32S cases for the week, 
against 79,371 in the previous week, and 
CS.151 in the corresponding period last 
year. 


Recovery-in the price of cotton was 


only temporary, and heavy liquidation 
of options was accompanied by a fall in 
spot middling uplands to the lowesjt 
figure recorded this year.' Even at a 
loss of $9 a bale compared with the 
quotation prevailing a year ago there is 
little disposition to secure raw material, 
cither by domestic or foreign spinners. 


The situation is similar regarding 


wool and woolens.

PIE'S.1 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


Living as I do iu the "pie belt" so 


called, iu other words, in good old Now 
England. I am naturally im ndvorate of 
pie. 
I know it is not popular just now, 


but just the same pio is acceptable to 
nine-tenths of the uative born citizens of 
the East. 


They etojoyed it wheii young and they 


have never recovered from 
thf« early 


training. This being so, why not give 
them good pie? I present several sea- 
sonable recipes that unve stood the test 
of years. Try them. 


Cream Piea. 


Beat four or five eggg light; then stir 


them in a quart of sweet scalding cream; 
add salt, a teaspoonful of extract of 
lenwn or peac-h water, and half a nut- 
BK'2, crated, if liked; sweeten to taste; 
lino the dishes with pie paste, rolled 
quite thin; set them ID a quick oven fo- 
ten minutes; then put in the cream 
nearly to fill them, and bake for half an 
hour. 


These pies, and also pumpkin and 


custard pios, may be very prettily orna- 
mented, when half bakei with flowers, 
stars, or letters, cat from thin rolled 
paste; if letters or love-knots are use, 
form them of narrow strips of paste; 
tho cream or custard must be firm be- 
fore these are put on, otherwise they 
will sink. 


Cherry Pie. 


Btoae your cherries, that you may be 


sure that they are free from -worms. 
Lay your paste in a deep dish, and add 
a good qucntity of fruit; fill the dish 
with molasses, with a handful of flour 
sprinkled over, then a nice paste, and 
bake more than half ?n Ijour. If sugar 
is used, you will need water and flour. 
This makes the gravy very rich, and the 
pie delightful. 


Peach Pie. 


Peaches for pie may be ripe, but not 


soft; pare them; cut them up, and finish 
as apple pies. Unripe peaches may "be 
pared and stewed as directed for apple 
tart, and baked in a pie or tart, 


Apricot Pie. 


Take eighteen fine apricots; cut them 


!n halves, and take out tho stones; place 
them in a dish lined with puff paste; and 
four ounces of powdered sugar, and four 
ouuces of butter, lukewarm; then put 
on the upper crust; glaze with Jhe white 
of egg, and sprinkle sitted sugar all 
over, and bake in a moderatt oven. 


Cocoanat Pie. 


Grate the white part, and mix with 


milk. 
Let it boil slowly eight or ten 


minutes. To a pint and a half of cocoa- 
nut add a quart of milk, four eggs, half 
a cup of sweat creajn, two spoonsful of 
melted butter, a cracker rolled fine, and 
half a nutmeg. The cocoaaut should 
cool before the egst and sugar are 
stewed in. Bake in a deep plate, in a 
quick oven. 


APPLE SAUCE WITH RAISINS. 
Pick over and wash half a cupful of 


raisins and cook in a little water until 
the skins are tender. Drain the liquid 
from them, add hot-water to make one 
cup in all, one pound of sugar and the 
Juica of a lemon. When the syrup boils, 
skim and add two pounds of apples, 
cored, pared nnd cut into circles. Stew 
a few pieces at a time and when they 
look dear remov» them to the serving 
dish. 
After all are cooked, edd the 


raisins to the syrup, cook a few minutes 
and pour all orar the apples. Usa l6B» 
sugar if a tart sauce is desired. 


ORANGE SPONGE. 


Into a saucepan place a. pint of cold 


water, the thinly pared rind of one 
lemon and three or four ounces of sugar. 
Stir until the sugar is dissolved and add 
ona ounce ot gelatine which has been 
soaked in cold water. 
Stir and strain 


and when cool add the juice of one 
lemon and three oranges and more sugar 
If needed. Let this stand until it begins 
to set. Whip the whites of two eggs. 
edd them to the jelly, whip again and 
turn the frothy mixture into a wet 
mould to be placed on ice until serving 
time. Serv« with the grated peel of an 
•range scattered over the top. 


ESCAROLB SALAD. 


Use the blanched leaves of a head of 


escarole, wash thoroughly and shaka 
•iry. Set aside in a cool place to crisp. 
Rub the inside of the salad bowl with 
a cioTc of garlic, cut in halves, put in 
the escarole leaves and sprinkle with 
three or four tablespoonfuls of oil. Toss 
about in the bowl, sprinkle with a little 
salt and pepper and one or two table- 
spoonfuls of vinegar, toss again and 
serve. If there is an objection to the 
flavor of garlic use a tablespoonful of 
chopped olives in its place. 
, 


CORN MEAL PUDDING. 


Let two quarts of water come to a 


boil; then add a tablespoonful of salt; 
take off the light scuta from the top: 
hare sweet, fresh yello.w or white corn 
meal; stir it in gradually until the stick 
will stand in it; stir it a while longer; 
let the fire be gentle; when it is done 
enough, it will bubble or pufi up; turn 
it into a deep basin. This is eaten cold 
or hot, with,milk or with butter, and 
syrup or suga*. or with meat and gravy, 
the samo as potatoes or rice. 
When 


cold, it may be cut into slices and fried. 


COLD VEAL OR CHICKEN PIE. 
Lay a crust into a shallow tart-dish, 


and fill it with the following mixture. 
Shred cold veal or fowl, and half the 
quantity of ham, mostly lean; put to it 
a little cream;. season, with wnite and 
Cayenne pepper, salt, a little nutmeg, 
and a small piece of onion, chopped as 
fine as possible; cover with crust, and 
turn it out of the dish when baked, or 
bake the crust with a piece of bread, to 
keep it hollow, and warm the mince 
with a little cream, and pour in. 


COCOANUT PUDDINO. 


The cocoaaut must be grated the flat 


way; equal weight of loaf sugar, yolks 
of six «££• to ana nut; six spoonfuls of 
rose-water, sugar melted in the rose- 
water, and cocounut put in nnd sim- 
mered over fine coals till the syrup is 
nearly dried np: stir it constantly, or it 
will burn. Bake iu a paste. 


'""BAKED AND'STUFFED HAM. 


Wash th« hum thoroughly, put it in a 


pan of hot water and let it boil for three 
hoars. 
When nearly cold, remove the 


thick skin and make a good stuffing of 
bread crumbs, minced onion, chopped 
celery, powdered sage and thyme, pspper 
anJ suit. Molt one ounce of butter and 
etld it, mix well and then put in two 
well-beaten eggs. 
Make d«ep incision:) 


in the ham and lill- them with stufflnggin 
such a way that when cut each slice 
will have some of the stuffing in it. 
Spread the top with beaten egg and 
bread crumbs and a sprinkling of brown 
sugar and bake slowly for two and a 
half hours, basting frequpntly with the 
juice that runs from the ham. 


MOLDED CORNSTARCH. 


Take two cups of cold water or any 


desired' tart fruit juice. H clear water 
is used add a small glass of any kind of 
fruit jelly. To the fruit juice add one- 
half cup of burned brown sugar, put into 
a granite pan over the fire and let come 
to a boil. Add a small pinch of salt and 
stir in five tnblespoonfuls of cornstarch 
previously moistened in a little fruit 
juice or water. Stir constantly and cook 
from three to five minutes or until it 
thickens. Pour into individual moulds 
which have been rinsed in eold water 
and when cold turn into small dishes to 
be served with creani. 


,VBAL AND HAM PIE. 
• ' 


Cut up about two pounds of breast of 


veal, season with a teaepoonful of white 
pepper, half a teaspoouful of pounded 
mace and half a teaspoonful of grated 
lemon peel. Put the meat in a stewpan 
with an onion, a bunch of savory herbs, 
a few slices of ham and stock or water 
to barely cover the meaf. 
When the 


veal is nearly cooked, let it get cold and 
then put it in layers in a pie-dish with 
a few plain forcemeat balls and some 
stock. 
Cover with pastry, ornament 


and bake in a good hot oven. The rest 
of the stock may be heated and poured 
in when the pie is baked. 


LAMB SALAD. 


Cnt qold lamb into neat little cutlets 


or chops and lay them in a deep dish. 
Put one ounce of gelatine intp one quart 
of stock, with a teaspoonful of tarragon 
vinegar, pepper, and salt, and stir over 
the fire until the gelatine is thoroughly 
dissolved. 
Boil a few minutes and 


strain over the lamb and when quite 
cold cut the cutlets carefully out of the 
dish with as much jelly as will adhere 
to them. Have ready a salad piled high 
on a dish, lay the jellied cutlets around 
it, chop up' the rest of the jelly, strew it 
over the salad and garnish with iJiced 
tomatoes

STEWED POTATOES. 


Cut six or seven medium-sized pota- 


toes into half-inch squares, put them in 
a saucepan with enough boiling water to 
cover, heat thoroughly and then ponr 
off the -water. Put half a pint of vhite 
sauce into a stewpan with salt, pep;er 
and nutnieg and simmer, very slowly for 
about eight minutes. Melt two ounces 
of butter, put in two teaspoonfuls of 
chopped parsjey and half a teaspoonful 
of chopped shallot and fry for a few 
minutes but do not brown. Stir in ftie 
potatoes gsatly and serve on a hot dish 
decorated- with browned sippets or

SPICED BEEP. - . 


Take the thin part of a piece o? Beef 


utter thfe rib pleco sailed the flap has 
been cut off, rub it well with salt arid 
let it stay in pickle for two days. Mis 
halt an ounce of cloves, half an ounct 
of mace, half an ounce of black pepper, 
all to be whole, and some chopped pars- 
ley. 
Spread this equally over the beef, 


roll it up neatly and tie very securely. 
Set it in a stcwpaa over a moderate fire 
nnd let it cook uniil quite tender. Press 
it well and when quite cofyi it will ba 
fit to serve.

Alfred Burnett of Savoy was In the 


Adams police court yesterday (charged 
with failing to send his children to 
school. The case was not tried, how- 
ever, being settled 
satisfactorily so 


that it was filed away on payment of 
costs by Mr. Burnett. It was the re- 
sult, however, of onfe of the most un- 
usual state of affairs that has been 
reported from the hill towns in many 
a day. 


Mr. Burnett lives in the very out- 


skirts of the town, a long distance 
from the school. Under the state law, 
a town under such circumstances is 
bound to provide 
transportation 
to 


and from tfeschooi buildirJj for chil- 
3ren who attend. Savoy therefore of- 
fered $60 a year for transportation of 
Mr. Burnett's children, and Mr. Bur- 
nett asked for an increase in the price 
paid, in view of the distance involved. 
He wanted $70 a year, but the town 
inlstead of paying it, found a man 
who would drive after the children 
and do tho same work for less money. 
The latter was therefore given the 
contract. 


According- to the school officers, Mr. 


Burnett thereupon rebelled, and de- 
clined to allow the man who took the 
contract to carry his children. 
The 


natural result was that the children 
did not £o to school, and the school 
authorities decided to take a harli, in 
voking another phase of the law. They 
threatened Mr. Burnett with arrest 
on the charge of failure to send his 
children to school, and when warnings 
had no effect, they brought the case 
against him which resulted in yester- 
day's session in the police court . 


It is believed that 
arrangements 


have now been made whereby the 
Burnett children will occupy their ac- 
customed places in the Savoy school 
house.

Survivor'* Story of the Xlonroec of 


the Ittgfet. 


Charles Emory, who arrive* in New 


York from Jacksonville. Flo., tbe oth- 
er afternoon and who sttopBed with 
friends overnight before returning to 
his former home in ISimira, N. Y., had 
the following story to tell of the fire, 
says the New "STork Commercial Adver- 
tiser: 


"Words cannot describe the terrible 


scenes that were witnessed during the 
night, nor will they ever be adequately 
depicted. 
The awful 
roar of the 


names, the millions of Hying sparks 
aiid burning embers and the thunder of 
falling structures drove tbousauds of 
men, 
women and children frantic with 


terror and made many of them perma- 
nently insane. 


"I have lost my house, which I hart 


only recently purchased, and everything 
it .contained, including about $800, 
which I had deposited In one of the 
banks. The clothes I have on my back 
and a check for $34 are all that remain 
of my worldly possessions. 
But of 


course I am not the only one who has 
been ruined and will have to start life 
anew. Many of my friends who owned 
considerable property in the city fared 
worse than I did, for they lost every- 
thing and have not now a cent to their 
names. 
Most of them are married 


men, too, with large families. The 
money that was lost by depositors In 
the various banks will, I presume, be 
refunded to them, but that of course 
will take time. 


"To add to the horrors of the burn- 


Ing city a large number of wild beasts 
escaped from a traveling circus which 
was in the city at the timt. The news 
spread rapidly that the brutes were 
roaming at large, and all those who 
could armed themselves with sticks or 
other weapons. The colored popula- 
tion was very excited. 
George Jack- 


son, a negro, became crazy and killed 
his family of three children and threw 
himself into the St. Johns river. 


"I have no doubt there will be many 


dead bodies found among the ruins 
when bu ling operations begin. 
It 


seems hardly possible that every one 
could escape with their lives from such 
a fire." 


Mr. Emory has been a resident of 


Jacksonville for the past eight years. 


Trolley Automobiles In Germany. 
Consul General Guenther of Frank- 


fort, in a rsport to the state depart- 
ment at Washington, dated March 22, 
1901, says that a Berlin engineer has 
constructed a trolley automobile line 
similar to that exhibited at the Paris 
exposition at Eberswalde, a small city 
near the German capital.

President. C. S. Mellen recently au- 


thorized the first announcement as to 
the enormous expenditures which the 
Northern Pacific will make the coming 
season, says a Minneapolis dispatch to 
the New York Sun. The expenditures 
will aggregate §10,250,000. 
The sum 


of §5,250,000 will be spent for rolling 
stock and similar equipment, the lar- 
gest equipment order placed by a rail- 
road company west of the Mississippi, 
and few eastern roads can duplicate 
it. The other §5,000,000 will be spent 
In permanently improving the roadbed 
from St. Paul to Portland. 


The first item in the new equipment 


budget is 60 new cars, to be built by 
the Pullman company. The additional 
freight equipment will consist of 5,000 
cars. Seventy-five locomotives will be 
built, a contract having just been clos- 
ed with the Schenectady Locomotive 
works. It is the largest single locomo- 
tive order ever placed by a western 
road. 


The item of 4-50 coal cars will arouse 


especial interest, as it denotes that the 
Northern Pacific has determined to de- 
velop Its coalfields in Slontina and 
Washington. 
The magnitude of the 


above order, covering §1,250,000, can 
be realized when it is said that it will 
furnish employment for over 5,000 men 
in various parts of the country for a 
period of sis months. 


That pressed steel cars have been em- 


inently 
successful 
Is conclusively 


Shown by some tests rer-ently made by 
one of the large eastern lines, says the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Six trains 
were sent out over the line. One was a 
combination train made up of all kinds 
cf freight cars, another was made up 
of 80,000 pound capacity cars, another 
of 60,000 pound capacity ears, another 
cf 50,000 pound capacity cars, and 
finally one of pressed steel cars of 100,- 
000 pounds capacity. The tests showsd 
that the train of steel cars carried from 
12 to 20 per cent larger paying tonnage, 
used less water, from 14 to 59 per cent 
less coal and made the trip in better 
time by 20 minutes than its closest 
competitor. So far as the cost of re- 
pairs is concerned, that pressed steel 
cars are less expensive than wooden 
ones is conclusively shown by the actu- 
al experience of railroads using steel 
cars. One railroad reports that the to- 
tal cost of repairs on 1,000 steel hop- 
per cars during ten months' service 
amounted to §1.179.90. Of this amount 
$1,019.39 was spent for repairs from ac- 
cidents and an expenditure of only 
$157.60 was due to ordinary repairs. 
In the cases where cars were damaged 
by accident wooden cars would have 
been entirely destroyed. 


Man hunting bloodhounds are to be 


used by the Erie railroad in tracking 
tramps and railroad thieves who have 
been committing crimes along the line, 
says a Bingh.irnton dispatch. Two 
bloodhounds have been purchased by 
Erie Detective Charles B. Perry for 
this purpose. They come from Roa- 
noke, Va., aad are sired by Old Bald- 
win, 
a noted thief catcher named after 


the president of the Baldwin railroad 
detective agency, and darned by Rose, 
another noted animal. The dogs are 
well broken and have already made 
several captures. It is proposed to use 
them in tracking gangs of thieves who 
have been looting freight trains to 
their hiding places, and it is thoucht 
that the knowledge that the animals 
are used for this purpose will have a 
moral effect in clearing out the rob- 
bers.

TREATMENT OF CONSUMPTION 


New 
Rules Under Consideration by 


Local Board of Health 


The board of health has been paying 


a g'ood deal of attention for the last 
few weeks to a revision of its rules, 
and the revised set will be issued with 
in a short timt, it is expected. One of 
the chief matters under discussion 
has been that of the rc-atkm of con- 
sumptive patients to the community, 
a topic which has been discussed in 
this city, as in other places, consider- 
ably of late. 


The final decision of the board as 


to what will be done in this connec- 
tion has riot been made, but it is very 
likely that the position taken will be 
in advance of nir<ny communities. 


The board is planning to take the 


ground that consumption is,afi con- 
tagious disease, and that it should be 
isolated as far as possible, Nothing 
so radical as quarantii.i? will be or- 
dered, but 
\ ne board will probab'y 


'order that ec.iaumptive patients be 
kept from direct contact with others 
so far as possible, especially in re- 
gard to sleeping with others of the 
family. The disposition of the Fputum 
may also be taken up, for the protec- 
tion, of others, these two provisions 
being the chief ortes that can be made 
practical. 
The 
co-operation 
of the 


doctors of t)i£ tity will be necessary 
to make the rules effective, but this, 
it is believed, can be secured. 


There is some question aj to whether 


the rules will forbid spittirJg on the 
sidewalk, although, this 
has 
been 


thoroughly 
discussed. 
At 
present 


time the board has a rule forbidding 
spitting in street cars and public con- 
veyances, and the new rules will ex- 
tend this to ail public halls, stores, 
etc. 
It may also be extended to in- 


clude sidewalks, as has been done in 
many other cities anld towns. 


These provisions in regard to con- 


sumption will put the local board in 
advance of most boards of health, but 
will be m the line of mode'rn medical 
knowledge, many believing that the 
time will conie shortly when consump- 
tion will be regarded in every respect 
as a coritagi'ous disease to be com- 
pletely isolated by quarantine in In- 
stitutions for the purpose.

enacted which will foibid the sale of 
cigarettes ,to a minor.
